CPO Alt responded to a call of an injured Bald Eagle in Belvidere.  Upon his arrival, he was surprised to find the 
“injured Bald Eagle” was, in fact, two baby Perigrene Falcons; one deceased and one uninjured that had fallen 
from the roost during a previous day’s severe thunderstorm.   CPO Alt took possession of the threatened 
species and immediately relayed the falcon to a local federally licensed rehabilitator.

LASALLE COUNTY 

 
CPO Finn and CPO Filipiak received a complaint of two men shooting a duck from their truck at Lake 
Mendota.  After further investigation, they learned that two men from Mendota had shot at several rabbits 
and a duck. The duck, which had baby ducklings with her, was killed and left in the water.  The two men were 
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charged with hunting by use or aid of a vehicle, hunting from a roadway and hunting waterfowl outside of 
season.  They also received several written warnings.  
 
CPO Kaufman and Murry responded to a boat in distress on the Illinois River, that had lost engine power. 
When they located the boat along the shore line, they found 17 individuals on board, including several 
children. The boat had a rated capacity of 8 people, none of the children under 13-years-old were wearing 
PFDs (life jackets), and there were only 4 PFDs on board for the 17 individuals.   The Utica Fire Department 
transported the majority of the individuals to the boat ramp. The boat was towed back to the Starved Rock 
boat ramp where the operator of the boat received several citations and a mandatory court appearance.  
  
CPO Kaufman responded to a fall at Matthiessen State Park. Two 18-year-old males and a juvenile were hiking 
in the lower dells, when they decided to climb up the east side of the dell. They had climbed up to height of 20 
feet and were climbing back down, when one 18-year-old lost his footing and fell from a height of 15 feet. He 
landed face first into mud and was dazed and bleeding severely from his nose. The Oglesby EMS and Fire 
Department transported him to Illinois Valley Community Hospital.  After being examined by emergency room 
personnel, it was determined he had not suffered any major injuries. He was treated and released. Both 18-
year-olds received citations for entry into a restricted area/climbing. 
  
CPO Kaufman was conducting fishing compliance checks on the Illinois River in Ottawa when he located a 32-
year-old female without a fishing license. She also had a warrant for her arrest for a traffic citation out of 
Menard County. She was transported to the LaSalle County jail.  
 

CPO Kaufman conducted a traffic stop after he observed a pickup drive through a red stop light. The driver had 
a revoked driver’s license and no proof of insurance. He received 3 citations.  
  
CPO Kaufman was patrolling Illini State Park after posted closing time when he located a truck in one of the 
picnic areas. The 4-door truck had 2 occupants who were both in the back seat of the truck. When CPO 
Kaufman approached the truck, the activities of the 40-year-old male and female occupants became apparent. 
Both individuals received written warnings for remaining in an area after posted closing time. CPO Kaufman 
continued his patrol through the park and located 3 other individuals doing some night time catfishing. They 
also received written warnings.

WINNEBAGO COUNTY 

 

On June 24, CPO Murry was working sport fishing enforcement in downtown Rockford.  When leaving one 
area, he observed a vehicle completely fail to stop at a stop sign.  CPO Murry turned around and attempted to 
make a stop on the vehicle.  The vehicle failed to stop and fled from CPO Murry.  CPO Murry extinguished his 
lights but was able to see the tail lights of the vehicle as it was the only other vehicle on the road.  The vehicle 
turned onto a couple side streets and was located a short time later, by CPO Murry, parked in the middle of 
the roadway, running with nobody inside.  Witnesses gave officers a direction the suspect ran.  With 
assistance of Rockford PD, and a helicopter that was already in the area, the suspect was apprehended a 
couple blocks away.  He later admitted to running because he was on parole from IDOC and did not have a 
driver’s license.  
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CPOs Fraser and Alt conducted a two-officer patrol in Rockford focusing on sport fish enforcement. The CPOs 
issued multiple citations for no fishing license as well as citations and warnings for boat violations discovered 
at a nearby boat ramp. 
 
While speaking with kayakers on the Sugar River, boaters informed CPO Schoonhoven of a vehicle that was 
partially submerged in the water upstream. After the vehicle was located, it was determined that it was not 
occupied.  CPO Schoonhoven assisted Winnebago County deputies with the recovery of the vehicle. CPO 
Schoonhoven later learned the vehicle was reported stolen. 
 
CPO Alt patrolled through Rock Cut State Park campgrounds and located four campsites in which the patrons 
were unlawfully in possession/consumption of alcohol where posted prohibited.  Rock Cut State Park has been 
an alcohol-free State park since 1986 and is well posted.  The alcohol violations were addressed in a zero-
tolerance manner. 
 

CPO Alt and CPO Murry completed a four-hour watercraft safety patrol on the Rock River.  Twelve watercraft 
inspections were completed resulting in sixteen violations which were documented with citations and written 
warnings including failure to display 12” orange flag while pulling skiers, insufficient PFDs, failure to use 
lanyard on motorboat equipped for such use, no sounding device on motorboat, fire extinguisher not in 
serviceable condition on motorboat, passenger location – unlawful seating on gunwales, over bow or stern, 
failure to have watercraft passenger less than age thirteen wearing a PFD, and exceeding capacity of 
watercraft.

FULTON COUNTY 

 
While conducting vessel inspections at Banner Marsh SFWA, CPO Thompson encountered three  male subjects 
on a boat at Shovel Lake. CPO Thompson recognized the boat did not have valid registration. While speaking 
to the operator and conducting the inspection, CPO Thompson detected the odor of cannabis. CPO Thompson 
located the contraband and seized it as evidence. Citations were issued for unlawful possession of cannabis 
and unlawful operation of a motorboat without a life jacket.  
  
CPO Thompson conducted boat safety and registration inspections at Rice Lake. CPO Thompson issued 
citations for fishing without a valid fishing license and unlawful operation of a motorboat with occupants 
under 13 without PFDs. Written warnings were issued for two PFD violations and unnumbered watercraft (No 
registration). 
 
CPO Elliott, CPO Thompson, and CPO Wheatley responded to a fatal boat accident at the Illinois River near 
Havana.  Two fishermen found one subject floating near the mouth of the Spoon River. The responding CPOs 
secured the victim’s boat and conducted a complete boat accident investigation. Responding agencies 
included: Fulton County Sheriff’s Office, Mason & Fulton County Dive/Search and Rescue personnel, Mason 
County Sheriff’s Office, and Havana Police Department.

CPO Reid responded to a call for assistance from the Henderson County Sheriff’s Office about a subject armed 
with a knife committing a residential burglary in Biggsville.  CPO Reid arrived on scene at the same time as a 
Henderson County deputy.  Individuals on scene advised the subject was armed with a knife.  They further 
advised the subject was still in the residence.  The officers made entry into the residence and apprehended 
the subject.  He was charged with residential burglary and unlawful use of weapons

District 2 – Sgt. Eric Schreiber 

(Counties:  Kane, Lake & McHenry) 

 

KANE COUNTY 

 

CPOs Kelley and VanWiltenburg helped a suicidal subject acquire medical assistance at the North Aurora 
dam.  The man, a Chicago resident, described suicidal and homicidal thoughts to the officers as they escorted 
him to a nearby fire station for transport to a psychiatric ward. 
 

LAKE COUNTY 
 

CPO Kelley investigated a property-damage only boat crash at Northpoint Marina.  The investigation revealed 
a boat with an anchor assembly on its bowsprit collided with another vessel while docking.  The damage to the 
second vessel consisted of a several-inch hole in the fiberglass hull. 
 
CPO Kelley dealt with a nuisance trapping issue in Gurnee.  A resident, while removing a groundhog, found 
that 4 young groundhogs were still present after the mother was relocated.  With the help of the homeowner, 
CPO Kelley was able to capture the groundhogs and take them to a local rehabber. 
 
While completing a patrol of the preserve areas at Illinois Beach State Park, CPO Kelley witnessed a naked man 
running frantically along the beach.   The man had noticed CPO Kelley and was trying to make it back to his 
towel but was too late.  The man was issued a citation for nude sunbathing. 
 
Sgt Schreiber cited four underage campers for possession of alcohol in a posted restricted area after 
responding to a complaint from the Lake County Sheriff’s Department. 

While conducting a boat patrol on the Chain O Lakes, CPO Winters and CPO Vaughn observed two personal 
water craft out after sunset hours.  A stop of the PWCs was conducted.  One of the operators was showing 
signs of impairment, and the subject was arrested for operation of a watercraft under the influence of 
alcohol.  The subject refused to submit a breath sample.  

After stopping a vehicle for speeding in Moraine Hills State Park, CPO Semenik arrested the driver for driving 
while license suspended and operation of an uninsured motor vehicle. 
 
CPO Semenik was patrolling a gravel pit in McHenry County when he observed two men swimming.  There is a 
long-standing complaint at this property which is strictly no trespassing.  One man was issued civil law 
citations for possession of cannabis less than 10 grams and possession of drug paraphernalia. Both were 
issued written warnings for criminal trespass to land. 
 
While checking fishermen on the Chain of Lakes, CPO Knop encountered two fishermen with five largemouth 
bass, four of which were undersized.  The two fishermen each received a citation.  The next week CPO Knop 
encountered the same fishermen who were in possession of one bass. CPO Knop asked if they had purchased 
a fish ruler.  The fishermen stated no, but they knew it was good because it appeared to be the same size as 
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the legal fish last week.  CPO Knop measured the bass and it just met the minimum legal limit.  Once the check 
was completed, the fishermen walked across the street and purchased a ruler from the local bait shop. 
  
While patrolling the Chain of Lakes, CPO Knop and CPO Semenik observed a PWC weaving in and out of "No 
Wake" buoys at a high speed.  The PWC then proceeded to go through another "No Wake" area at a high rate 
of speed.  When the CPOs finally stopped the watercraft, the operator stated he believed the buoys were 
there for his own safety and were merely a suggestion.  The operator was issued a citation and informed of 
the regulations regarding operation of a watercraft.  
 

McHENRY COUNTY 

While checking fisherman around the Algonquin River dam, CPO Winters checked a subject with an 11” 
largemouth bass.  There is a 14” minimum.  The subject was issued a citation for failure to release a short fish. 

While checking fisherman at the McHenry Dam, CPO winters checked a subject with a 9” largemouth 
bass.  There is a 14” minimum.  The subject was issued a citation for failure to release a short fish. 

While patrolling at Stratton Lock and Dam, CPO Kelley encountered four subjects in possession of 8 undersized 
largemouth bass.  Citations and written warnings were issued to all. 
 
Sgt Schreiber and CPO Semenik patrolled the Fox Chain O' Lakes.  Citations, written warnings, and verbal 
warnings were issued for various boat registration and safety act violations including PFD violations, no wake 
violations, operating in restricted areas, and pulling a tuber without an observer. 
 
CPO Semenik and CPO Knop patrolled the Fox Chain O' Lakes.  Citations, written warnings, and verbal 
warnings were issued for various boat registration and safety act violations including PFD violations, no wake 
violations, and operating in restricted areas.  Multiple fishing boats were checked as well, and two men were 
cited for failure to immediately release short largemouth bass.  The minimum length to keep largemouth bass 
on the Chain O' Lakes is 14 inches.  Four of the men's five bass were below the legal limit. 
 
 

District 3 – Sgt. Dave Wollgast

GRUNDY COUNTY 

 
While on patrol at Lincoln Lake, CPOs Reid and Farber observed a pontoon boat underway with several 
passengers sitting off the back of the boat and 4 children under the age of 13 without life jackets.  The boat 
also did not have valid registration.  Upon stopping the vessel, the CPOs noticed the operator exhibited 
indications of impairment.  After performing field sobriety testing, the operator was arrested for operating 
under the influence of alcohol in addition to the other violations.   
 
CPO Reid conducted a traffic stop on I-55 on a vehicle travelling 98 mph.  The driver of the vehicle stated he 
did not believe Conservation Police could pull him over.  The driver was subsequently cited for speeding.  
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CPO Honiotes worked the I & M Canal trail which is currently closed near Morris where the aquaduct collapsed 
from a flood 3 years ago.  Several groups of people were found on the crumbling concrete structure above 
Nettle Creek.  The people were warned not to come back and removed from the area. 
 
 
CPO Bergland investigated a jet ski accident with two groups of teenagers operating two jet skis on a 
lake.  One of the youths turned his jet ski towards the other thinking he was going to turn as well.  The second 
jet ski stopped in the water, and the first ran into the side of it.  One youth was taken to intermediate care and 
released without treatment.  A citation for navigation rules was issued. 
 

 

KANKAKEE COUNTY 

 

CPO Farber located several people in a remote area of Kankakee River State Park after the park was closed.  
Written warnings were issued for remaining in a closed area after hours.

WILL COUNTY 

 
CPO Farber conducted recreational boat inspections on the Kankakee river at the Des Plaines Conservation 
Area boat launch.  Written warnings were issued for safety equipment violations.  
  
CPO Farber received a complaint from a safety officer at D construction in Coal City, IL.  The safety officer 
advised that a yellow Baja Outlaw watercraft was operating carelessly near a construction barge in 
Wilmington, IL on the Kankakee River.  The construction barge and crew were working on the Will Rd bridge.  
CPO Farber responded to the Des Plaines Conservation Area to attempt to locate the yellow Baja or truck and 
trailer. Neither were found.  CPO Farber then traveled to the jobsite to speak with the iron worker foreman 
from D Construction.  The foreman advised that a yellow Baja had driven by their job site  three times at speed 
estimated to be around 50 MPH.  He said that the boat was operating within twenty feet of the construction 
barge. The boat was spraying the barge and work crew with water.  CPO Farber responded to Harborside and 
Three Rivers Marina. Both marinas advised that they did not have any slip holders with a boat matching the 
description.  CPO Farber traveled to Big Basin Marina.  After canvassing the parking lot, a black Ford truck and 
Baja trailer were located.  Shortly after, CPO Farber observed the yellow Baja in question traveling to the Big 
Basin boat launch.  CPO Farber made contact with the boat occupants.  The operator of the boat immediately 
showed several signs of impairment.  The operator completed SFST and registered a .162 BAC.  The operator 
was arrested for careless operation of a watercraft and operation of a watercraft under the influence of 
alcohol BAC greater than .08 
 
CPO Reid responded to a State trooper's request for assistance.  A subject with multiple outstanding arrest 
warrants had fled the scene of a traffic stop.  CPO Reid was able to locate the vehicle and the subject a short 
time later.  After a brief foot pursuit, CPO Reid was able to apprehend the individual.  He was subsequently 
arrested on his outstanding arrest warrants and added additional charges for resisting arrest and fleeing & 
eluding.   
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While conducting numerous patrols along the DuPage River, CPO Reid observed multiple individuals floating 
down the river in tubes and discarding empty beer cans in the water as they went by.  Multiple citations for 
pollution of a waterway were issued. 
 
CPO Reid was on patrol at a private body of water where a trespass complaint had been signed.  He 
discovered a subject trespassing and fishing at the lake.  A check of the man revealed he also did not have a 
valid fishing license.  Citations were issued for fishing on private property without permission and fishing 
without a license.   
 
  

 District 4 – Sgt. Jed Whitchurch 

(Counties: Cook & DuPage) 
 

COOK COUNTY 

 
CPO Stanbary, along with other newly assigned conservation police officers to Cook County, participated in 
boat training in cooperation with the United States Coast Guard on Lake Michigan.  The CPOs learned valuable 
skills and techniques from members of the Coast Guard on maritime operations, towing techniques and rope 
handling. 
 
CPO Stanbary patrolled William Powers SFWA. One written warning was issued to a fisherman who was found 
to be in possession of alcohol in a restricted area.  
 
CPO Stanbary made contact with a fisherman who was cited after a short largemouth bass was found in his 
cooler. The 10” bass was released, and the fisherman was educated on the site specific regulations. 
 
CPO Stanbary arrested a motorist for driving under the influence of alcohol in East Chicago. The CPO observed 
the driver throw a beer bottle onto the street at a stop light. After stopping the vehicle, CPO Stanbary noticed 
an odor of an alcoholic beverage on the driver’s breath.  Field sobriety testing resulted in the driver being 
arrested and charged with multiple violations. 
 
CPO Stanbary, along with CPO Klemme, conducted a boat patrol on Lake Michigan. Fourteen vessel 
inspections were completed by the officers to ensure safe boating and compliance with the boating rules and 
regulations. Four citations were issued for registration and equipment violations. Multiple written warnings 
were also issued to boaters who were found to be in violation. 
 
CPO Stanbary and CPO Klemme responded to a boating accident near Navy Pier on Lake Michigan.  A large 
yacht collided with a smaller pleasure boat causing injury to the two occupants of the pleasure boat. The 
injured boaters were transported to Northwestern Hospital for minor injuries. The yacht operator was cited 
for no valid registration. The accident remains under investigation by Conservation Police. 
 
CPO Stanbary patrolled William Powers SFWA. A boater was issued a written warning for no type IV throwable 
on board while boating on Wolf Lake. 
 
CPO Stanbary contacted a visitor at William Powers State Fish and Wildlife Area who was issued a written 
warning after she lit a fire outside a designated fire grate.  
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While patrolling William Powers State Fish and Wildlife Area, CPO Stanbary issued one written warning for 
speeding inside the park.  A fisherman was issued a written warning for no fishing license in possession. 
 
During patrol at William Powers SFWA, CPO Stanbary issued one citation and two written warnings for 
possession of alcohol in a restricted area.  
 
CPO Stanbary contacted a UTV operator after he was found driving down the roads of William Powers.  A 
citation was issued.  
 
Several written warnings were issued to fishermen having no valid fishing license in possession by CPO 
Stanbary at Wolf Lake. Four vessel inspections were completed at Wolf Lake to insure compliance with boating 
laws. 
 
CPO Snodgrass participated in a three-day boat training with the United States Coast Guard.   
 
CPO Snodgrass observed a subject driving in the median on La Grange Road in Orland Park.  The subject was 
issued a written warning and advised of the dangers of this act. 
 
CPO Snodgrass patrolled Lake Michigan and the Chicago River.  Several boat violations were observed, and he 
issued 3 written warnings and several verbal warnings for minor boat safety violations.  
 
CPO Snodgrass patrolled William Powers State Park.  He issued a written warning to a subject who had their 
vehicle in a restricted area.   
 
CPO Thornley attended boat training at the USCG center at Calumet Park.  
 
CPO Thornley conducted boat training on the Chicago River and Lake Michigan with USCG 
 
CPO Thornley conducted department lands enforcement at William Powers.  CPO Thornley conducted a traffic 
stop at William Powers. The driver had a suspended driver’s license.  The driver was cited for driving while 
license suspended and issued a written warning for speed and expired registration.  The suspended driver 
stated his brother, who was a passenger in the vehicle, could drive the vehicle home.  A check of the brother’s 
driver’s license showed the brother was wanted on a warrant.  The brother was placed into custody by CPO 
Stanbary and transported to the Chicago Police Department for processing.  
 
CPO Thornley issued a citation for operating a watercraft in a no wake zone on Wolf Lake.  A written warning 
was also issued for no sounding device at Wolf Lake. 
 
CPO Thornley received a call about 3 personal watercrafts (PWC) possibly operating impaired on Lake 
Michigan.  CPO Thornley arrived on scene and was told all 3 PWCs had left the area.  CPO Thornley spotted a 
PWC operating on Lake Michigan well after sunset.  CPO Thornley issued the operator a citation for unlawful 
operation of a PWC after sunset.   
 
CPO Thornley conducted department lands enforcement at William Powers. CPO Thornley conducted two 
traffic stops, resulting in 2 written warnings.  One warning was for speed and the second for parking in a 
prohibited area.   
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While traveling to the south end of William Powers, CPO Stanbary spotted several Canada geese which had 
been hit by a vehicle.  CPO Thornley spotted an inner fender within the vicinity of the geese.   CPO Thornley 
and CPO Snodgrass checked the vehicles that were leaving the area.  All vehicles checked possessed inner 
fenders. CPO Thornley traveled to a south side of Chicago neighborhood to search for the individual who 
struck and killed 18 Canada Geese.  CPO Thornley, with the assistance of CPO Snodgrass, traveled to a 
residence where the suspect vehicle was located.  CPO Thornley spoke with individuals at the house. After 
interviewing 2 people, CPO Thornley got a confession and written statement from the individual who struck 
and killed the geese.  Photographs of the vehicle were taken.  Charges are pending. 
 
CPO Sanford and CPO Klemme conducted boat patrol on Lake Michigan, in accordance with the Boat 
Registration and Safety Act.  CPO Sanford conducted twenty boat inspections, resulting in 2 citations issued for 
no valid watercraft registration and 1 written warning for no sounding device. 
 
CPO Sanford participated in advanced patrol boat operations training with the US Coast Guard. 
 
CPO Sanford attended Breath Alcohol Operator School at ISP District 2 in Elgin. 
 
CPO Sanford conducted a preliminary investigation in relation to a large fish kill on the North Shore Channel of 
the Chicago River. 
 
CPO Mooi and CPO Klemme were patrolling Lake Michigan by boat when they observed a sail boat without 
any visual identifying markings. CPO Mooi conducted a stop and spoke with the owner/operator. The owner 
was only able to provide a Coast Guard documentation which expired in 2006 and a bill of sale from 2005.  
 
CPO Mooi and CPO Klemme were patrolling Lake Michigan and conducted an inspection of a large charter 
vessel. The vessel was found to be conducting a charter without passenger-for-hire licensing. A citation was 
issued for the offense. 
 
CPO Mooi and CPO Klemme were patrolling Lake Michigan and observed a sail boat anchored outside of 
Burnham Harbor. The sailboat did not have any identifying markings. The operator of the sailboat believed the 
boat was registered; however, a records check indicated the registration expired in 2016. The operator was 
issued a citation for unlawful operation of an unnumbered watercraft. 
 
CPO Mooi and CPO Klemme were patrolling Lake Michigan south of Navy Pier when a call went out to the CPD 
Marine Unit and Conservation Police about a wave runner on the lake near the fireworks safety zone. Sunset 
was about 2 hours earlier. The CPD Marine Unit and Conservation Police were able to locate the wave runner. 
A vessel safety inspection was conducted, and the following violations were observed: no personal flotation 
devices for the operator and passenger, no fire extinguisher, no sounding device, operating a personal 
watercraft between sunset and sunrise. While speaking with the operator, CPO Mooi could smell a moderate 
odor of an alcoholic beverage on the operator’s breath. The operator and passenger were both taken onto the 
Conservation Police boat and transported to the Chicago Marine Safety Station. CPO Mooi conducted field 
sobriety testing on the operator of the wave runner. The operator was arrested for operating a watercraft 
under the influence of alcohol. The operator provided a chemical breath sample which showed a breath 
alcohol concentration of 0.152% almost twice the legal limit, which is 0.08%. 
 
CPO Mooi and CPO Klemme were patrolling Lake Michigan and stopped multiple illegal charter vessels.  
Enforcement action is pending. 
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CPO Ausmus worked William Powers enforcing the fish code. CPO Ausmus issued one citation and several 
written warnings.  
 
CPO Ausmus and CPO Klemme worked boat enforcement on Lake Michigan and the Chicago River system. CPO 
Ausmus cited a Chicago man for a wake zone violation and no type 4 throwable PFD when required.  Warnings 
were issued for no fire extinguisher, uncovered batteries, and no flares while boating on Lake Michigan.  
 
CPO Klemme and CPO Ausmus stopped a rental boat on the Chicago River and documented three equipment 
violations, one of which being the cut-off lanyard was taped down.  The manager on duty at the rental boat 
operation was issued three Class B misdemeanor tickets and is required to appear in court.   
 
While conducting boat training on the Chicago River, CPO Ausmus stopped a dingy with no visible registration. 
The operator was issued a citation for operation of an unnumbered watercraft and warnings for no cut-off 
lanyard and no sounding device.
